PUBLIC SAFETY — UNTRACEABLE FIREARMS

Altering a certain definition of “firearm” to include a certain unfinished frame
or receiver; prohibiting a person from purchasing, receiving, selling, offering
to sell, or transferring an unfinished frame or receiver, or possessing a firearm
on or after January 1, 2023, unless it is required by federal law to be, and has
been, imprinted with a certain number in a certain manner; and requiring the
Secretary of State Police to suspend or revoke a certain dealer’s license if the
dealer is charged with or convicted of a certain crime.

Prohibiting a person from making communications that are reasonably
expected to impair the functioning of a public safety answering point or
intended to disrupt an emergency response; prohibiting a person from making
a false statement, report, or complaint to a public safety answering point or law
enforcement officer that results in a certain response; and providing that a
person who violates the Act is guilty of a felony and on conviction is subject to
imprisonment of up to 5 years or a fine of up to $25,000 or both.
